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followers of a religion based upon the teachings of emanuel 
swedenborg founded urbana university in 1850. in march 1849 john 


james of urbana, a new church member, offered ten acres of land 


at urbana for a school under the conditions that $2,000 bewaised 


within one year and a building built within three years: other gifts 


made the.march 7, “4850, chartering of urbana university possible. 
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professors held the first classes in rooms on the southwest corner 
of the urbana public square and later moved them to the northeast 
corner of scioto and locust streets. workers completed the first 
building in the autumn of 1853. by june 1884 it had been repaired 
and a new building constructed. builders designed them with a cross 
in each window and three arches joining the two buildings to 
symbolize the linking of the church to the school. because it had 
been one hundred years since the introduction of the new church 
doctrines into the united states, the buildings were named after 
francis bailey and hester barclay of philadelphia who are believed to 
have been the first man and woman to receive the new church 
doctrines in north america. workers began renovation of both bailey 
and barclay halls during the summer of 1967 and installed new

during the first years of urbana university, students lived with 
families in urbana, however, in 1854 the trustees erected a building 
on campus for a dormitory and named it oak hall. the building 
now houses the campus bookstore and administrative and faculty 


offices. 
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several residences served as girls’ dormitories from 1902 until 


1905 when the trustees purchased a residence. they named it brown 
hall after the reverend myron brown of cleveland, a twenty-year 
member of the board of trustees. in 1919 the trustees disposed of 
the former brown hall and purchased the present one, which is now 


used for both classrooms and offices. 


















u. c. added three residence halls to the campus in 1968. 





trustees named the halls in honor of milo g. williams, the reverend 
russell eaton, and edward f. memmott. 

williams served as the first president of the board of trustees in 
1850 and remained an active member until his death in 1880. the 
reverend russell eaton held several titles including chairman of the 
faculty 1906-1907, headmaster 1912-1917, and president 1932- 
1946. edward f. memmott followed eaton as president in 1946 and 
headed u. c. until 1955, 

supreme court justice william o'neill gave the march 1963 


dedication address. 
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increases in enrollment created the need for more dormitories; 
and therefore, two dormitories and a cafeteria were constructed 
in 1965, workers completed south hall and the commons in the 


autumn and east hall in december.

the basement. the arches which have become symbolic of u.c. are 
repeated in the exterior design, the swedenborgan quote above the 
twelve arches translates "now it is permitted intellectually to enter 
into the mysteries of faith." 

the choir held the first activity in the library when it presented 
its christmas concert. during christmas vacation student and com- 
munity volunteers transferred books from barclay to the new library, 
enabling it to open several days ahead of the january 10 schedule.
